Stephen Milton catches up with actress Joanna Page as she 
tackles new roles - in life and work - that distance her from both 
hit comedy Gavin and Stacey and her East Dulwich home. 

But where both are concerned, a return could be on the cards... 




T hey say never meet your heroes. We 11 say heroines in this case. Like so 
many before, a beloved starlet who oozes magnetic charisma, a persona 
so alluring on screen, can often turn out to be a crushing disappointment 
in person; all limp handshake and dismissive inflection. Something says 
Jennifer Aniston may not be as cutesy cute as Rachel Green. 

Could Joanna Page fit into this category? One must defy those who 
didn’t fall in love with her gorgeous portrayal of Stacey Shipman nee 
West, a small town Welsh girl from Barry who falls for an Essex boy from 
Billericay. She was sweet, wholesome and lovely. Everyone fell for her. 

So meeting the Gavin and Stacey star at London’s Charlotte Street Hotel, would life imitate art? 
Would Joanna be any way similar to her fictitious alter ego? 

The actress seems startled as Living South enters the hotel suite, clutching a napkin to her 
mouth as she mumbles through a mouthful of shortbread. Winking, she furiously chews, 
swallows and regains composure, exhaling loudly. “Sorry about that,” she giggles, offering 
a plate of biscuits, “sure it’s a delight to see me stuff my face.” S' 

Forthcoming and chatty. Page is every bit as lovely as Stacey, but there’s a blunt quality S- 
that warns of an unlikeliness to happily suffer fools. Eschewing the required chat for today’s ^ 
promotional venture, new Sky Living series. Gates, Page directs the conversation towards 
a more pressing topic: “1 know you want to ask,” she smirks, brushing crumbs from her navy 
maxi dress. “Let’s talk Gavin and Stacey."

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Before, or indeed ‘if, Gavin and Stacey make a 
return. Page, who recently made the move from her 
long-term base in East Dulwich to a fancy pile in the 
Chilterns, will next be seen in Sky Living comedy. 
Gates, a parody of the social politics between 
warring parents at the boundaries of school grounds. 

Page, 34, and Miranda heartthrob, Tom Ellis, play 
parents Mark and Helen who have to negotiate the 
political minefield at the gates of their daughter’s 
local primary after moving to a new town. 

“Every parent seems to goes through it,” she 
explains. “Such vying and competitiveness. You have 
the mums all trying to beat one another with their 
fashion sense, thinking they’re Elle MacPherson, 
while the dads are trying to trump each other with 
who’s got the flashiest car. It’s totally true to life.” 

For the actress who got her big break as a sugary 
sweet nude body double in Love Actually, Gates is 
the latest in a string of maternal roles after starring in 
BBC’s lottery drama. The Syndicate and upcoming 
festive comedy. Nativity 2. 

“For so long. I’ve played the ingenue, who didn’t 
look older than 15,” Page laughs, all sparkly blues. 
“Now, 1 look old enough to play a mum, which is 
great. As 1 get older, 1 might be able to play a police 
woman... or a detective. Wouldn’t it be great to be 
Helen Mirren in Prime Suspect^ 

Married to actor James Thornton, the couple 
endured a long-distance relationship while he 
worked in Leeds on Emmerdale, leaving Page home 
alone in their terraced home near Lordship Lane. 
Having recently left the soap, the couple decided on 
a change and upped sticks from East Dulwich to a 
home in the Oxfordshire Chilterns. Page, who grew 
up just outside Swansea, admits she’s finding the 
adjustment difficult. 

“We sort of impulsively decided,” she tells. “I’d 
been in London for years but we’re both from the 
countryside and 1 wanted to be closer to my parents.

“1 love the city, it’s been my home for so long, 
and of course. I’m going to miss Dulwich. I’ll miss 
walking Daisy [her Jack Russell] in Dulwich Park, 
strolling down Lordship Lane, lovely pubs like the 
EDT and The Plough, and 1 loved popping into East 
Dulwich Deli for something very naughty to eat. 

“The area has really changed since we first moved 
there, it was a bit rough round the edges but it’s 
become a beautiful spot to live and I’ll miss it.” 

Page happily admits, however, the second 
Oxfordshire loses its appeal, they’ll return. “To 
south London at least,” she smiles, futilely picking 
at a croissant. “It’s been my home for so long. 1 was 
remembering the other day, one of the funniest 
moments in my career, at the Wimbledon Theatre, 
where both John and 1 were in Cinderella. 

“We were sitting across the way in Nando’s with 
Gareth Gates who was also in the panto, wondering 
why there was such a big queue outside the theatre 
when the show didn’t start for another hour. Of 
course we were late, arrived on stage all flustered 
in massive fits of giggles that we couldn’t shake.” 

Escaping London aside, there’s another reason 
why Page and her husband bought a large 
countryside property: “We want to fill it with lots 
of kids - and dogs.” 

Both being actors, do they not want to try their 
hand at Holl 3 Awood first, before the babies? “We’re 
both getting lots of work here, a move to America 
would just be starting from the bottom again.” 

The flaxon-haired beauty has already had her 
brush with Tinseltown after starring in Love Actually 
and working opposite Johnny Depp and Heather 
Graham in Jack the Ripper horror. From Hell. And 
neither she claims, were any different from the set 
of a low-budget British series. 

“Yes, you have Johnny Depp wandering around 
and he’s lovely to look at, but work is work. 1 love 
the British industry, there’s so much going on here.” 

Page does admit to going weak at the knees 
meeting the late Heath Ledger: “When we were 
shooting From Hell in Prague, Heather Graham did 
a dinner party for all the cast and 1 nearly fainted 
seeing Heath Ledger on the couch. He and Heather 
were dating at the time and it was just one of those 
moments where 1 couldn’t speak. 1 never get starry 
but he was just so beautiful. Although we did feel a 
bit funny after the dinner and one of the girls threw 
up. Think Heather might have given us a touch of 
food poisoning.

Boy George’s semi-biographical 
musical Taboo returns this month 
for a three-month run at Brixton Club 
House. The Olivier Award-winning 
show will be headed up by a cast 
of rising stars including The Voice's 
Sam Buttery, Td Do Anything finalist 
Niamh Perry and Any Dream Will Do's 
Alistair Brammer. 

Taboo is a musical portrait of 
1980s London, which saw young 
people rebel against a tide of mass 
unemployment and social upheaval. 
This rebellion found its expression 
through outrageous fashion and 
a flamboyant nightlife. The rebels 
were the New Romantics, leaders of

a phenomenon which left a lasting 
influence on both the face and fate 
of music, fashion and culture. 

The show’s original production was 
in 2002 and staged at The Venue in 
Leicester Square, before moving on 
to Broadway two years later; where 
it received a number of Tony Award 
nominations. 

Centred around the now 
infamous disco club Taboo - the 
underground venture which quickly 
became London’s Studio 54 - this 
part-imagined tale follows a young 
Boy George’s rise from squat to 
superstardom as one of the scene’s 
crossover stars; alongside a soundtrack 
of Culture Club hits and Boy George’s 
originally penned score. 

The choice of Brixton Club House 
marks something of a homecoming 
for Boy George, who grew up in south 
London, but the Culture Club lead 
singer will not be rejoining the cast 
(he played iconic artist and Taboo 
club owner Leigh Boweiy in both the 
London and New York productions), 
but Paul Baker is to reprise his role as 
legendary club promoter Philip Sallon; 
following his celebrated performance 
that saw him take home an Olivier 
Award for it in 2003. 

“1 am really excited about being 
asked to play Philip Sallon again and 
to work with the original creative 
team with some new additions,” said 
Baker. “1 am sure it will be as crazy 
and exciting as 2002. Who knows what 
new surprises we’ll come up with 
this time? Get your latest glad rags on 
Taboo fans - we are coming home!” 

Paul joins many of the original 
creatives that have previously worked 
on the iconic show, which has a huge 
cult following. Alongside original 
lyricist Boy George and his writing 
partner Kevan Frost, Taboo co-creator 
Christopher Renshaw is also back 
on board to direct the production, 
and original book writer Mark Davies 
Markham is currently working on an 
enhanced script to dazzle die-hard 
and new fans of the show this autumn. 

Leigh Boweiy will instead be 
played by Sam Buttery, who has been 
singing from an early age (his family 
dubbed him ‘Samarotti’ as he started 
singing operatic tunes from the age 
of four). His role in Taboo will mark 
his professional debut, though fans 
of BBC’s The Voice will already be 
accustomed to his big personality 
from his time being mentored by 
Tom Jones earlier this year.

“Leigh Bowery is such an icon 
to me,” says Buttery. “So to get 
the chance to play him is just 
phenomenal. The wonderful 
costumes, astounding make up and 
above all the fantastic shoes are going 
to make the show a visual treat and 
appearing in it, a ball. 1 can’t wait!” 

The starring role will be played 
by Matthew Rowland, making his 
professional debut after graduating 
over the summer from London’s Arts 
Educational School. 

The story also follows the lives 
of fictional romantic leads Kim (a 
fashion designer played by Niamh 
Perry), Billy (a photographer played 
by Alistair Brammer), Marilyn (a 
pop singer played by Adam Bailey) 
and Steve Strange (of Visage fame, 
portrayed by Owain Williams).

The London Lifestyle Awards 
recognise the finest concierge 
services in the capital - Mark 
Kebble meets up with the man 
behind one of the very best 

There’s a rousing noise 
down Greek Street in 
Soho. The Olympics are 
in full swing, there are 
camera flashes wherever 
you look, and the Hare 
Krishnas are coming 
down the road in full 
voice and sound. “1 
arranged that,” laughs 
Tony Baxter, director of 
concierge and events 
service The Sincura 
Group. Although he’s joking, we wouldn’t be 
surprised if he had actually laid it on for us. 

The Sincura Group highlight just what big 
business the world of concierge services have 
become. These are the people who really look 
after you: from arranging free entry into clubs, 
to ensuring you know about everything that is 
happening in the town you live, it appears more and 
more of us want to be looked after. “Everyone likes 
to be a VIP first and foremost,” Tony adds, settling 
back in Zebrano with a drink. “Our clients don’t 
want discounts, they want someone to know their 
name. At a restaurant, we could organise the chef to 
come out and say hello - everyone likes that side.” 

It’s a minor miracle that we have found an hour 
in Tony’s diary today. With the Olympics in London, 
overseas demand has ensured The Sincura Group 
is being kept extremely busy. Looking at his diary 
for this day, there isn’t actually enough space on 
the A4 sheet to fit everything in, and Tony is dealing 
with everything from ticketing to looking after a 
national team (he can’t say which). It looks like a 
rollercoaster, much like Tony’s career to date. He 
has managed to squeeze in an awful lot - such as 
being a rugby player on professional books and 
having swum the Channel - but the origins of The 
Sincura Group started off with his father. “The whole 
thing about concierge is connections,” he explains. 
“My father was a diplomat and 1 spent a lot of time 
in America, and when we came back here he was 
working for the government.” 

A rugby player wasn’t deemed the sensible career

choice, so Tony ended up in investment banking. 
However, through the connections he had already 
made, he started a side business of offering people 
the chance to get into those places normally 
inaccessible to the public. “My parents caught wind 
of this and said 1 should either stop doing it, or 
legitimise the company and leave banking behind 

- so we decided to do it all above board.” 

At the time Sincura launched, Tony and his team 
knew what people wanted - after all, he was the 
target audience. “We had no visions of grandeur,” 
he says. “Yes we can get our members into clubs for 
free and look after them, but we also know every 
member. If someone wants to go to a particular 
venue, 1 will know if they are the right match for 
it. We are trying to bring into play old fashioned 
values, meeting people and not hiding behind 
computers.” 

It’s an approach that has seen the company 
flourish. It’s not just about the individual, as The 
Sincura Group quickly evolved into an events 
company, hosting the right kind of parties for 
particular companies or venues. Offices for The 
Sincura Group are now cropping up all over the 
world - they are hosting a Las Vegas office launch 
party two weeks from the date of our meeting 

- but Tony is unequivocal in his admiration for 
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our capital city. “It’s amazing to be in London right 
now,” he smiles. “I wouldn’t go anywhere else. I am 
proud to be British. Last year was bleak with things 
like the riots, but I am proud as punch to be British. 
The whole world is looking on and the British 
name is very strong right now. Look at the Olympics 
opening ceremony - nobody could do anything else 
like that. But London is also always evolving, there 
is always something different happening.” 

So despite the heavy workload, is he a happy 
man? “I didn’t like banking,” he openly admits. 

“I loved the financial side, but I didn’t like making 
fat people fatter. Now when someone says thank 
you... That’s something I never heard during my 
time as a banker. I used to work 7am-7pm, now 
I work 24 hours a day, but it’s amazing when you 
take a step back and look at what you’re doing.” 

So with the Olympics soon over, will Tony’s diary 
look a little clearer? “We have London Fashion 
Week in September, the Military Polo too, and 
then there’s Oktoberfest, which is always a big 
thing for us...” 

That’s a no then, but Tony Baxter wouldn’t have 
it any other way. }

Many people I know seem to have a oomplaint 
and probably, reader, you will have had 
suffered from or used as an exouse that you 
are time poor. A seemingly oommon problem 
of inhabitants of 24/7 international oities and 
working parents, it does seem to be even more 
of an issue for us Londoners.

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As Rosebery’s Auctioneers in 
West Norwood celebrates its 25th 
anniversary, Victoria Purcell takes a 
peek behind the scenes to find out 
• • • what makes an auction room tick 
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Rosebery’s Auctioneers is a stalwart of 
south London. A place people flock 
to from all over the capital, country 
and even the world, to bid on that 
must-have item. So it should come as 
little surprise that this year the auction 
house celebrates its 25th anniversary. 

But many, like me, are yet to set foot 
in an auction house. The idea can be 
an initimidating one, but there’s no 
need for trepidation here. As 1 enter 
the building for a whirlwind tour, 
impromptu valuations are taking place 
left, right and centre, with friendly 
valuers talking people through their 
wares. The staff here love what they 
do and want to share it with everyone 
- wealthy Chinese collectors, young 
couples looking to furnish their home, 
or auction house regulars. 

“Twenty-five years is a landmark,” 
says Peter Greenway, who wears 
the triple-hat of associate director, 
general valuer and auctioneer at 
Rosebery’s. “We’re on a bit of a wave 
at the moment - we’re increasing 
the amount of items coming into our 
building and the sale rate.” 

And 1 can see why. As we weave our 
way through the most extraordinary 
collection of furniture I’ve ever laid 
eyes on - a walnut writing desk, grand 
piano, dining room table, elaborately 
painted display cabinet - Greenway 
explains that the trickiest part of 
running an auction house is getting 
items into the building. He regularly 
visits clients to value items, sometimes 
scouring the entire property. It’s 
a part of the job he loves - the 
discoveries, the stories - but this is 
merely the beginning of a long process 
of research, consulting experts, 
photographing and cataloguing 


each item, producing pre-auction 
catalogues, and finally, rallying the 
bidders. 

“When you’re auctioning an 
exceptional lot it’s such a buzz. You’ve 
got the item, you’ve worked with the 
client, you do all the research, go on 
the rostrum with it and, hopefully, 
make 
a huge 
amount of 
money for 
the client. 

You know it 
will affect their 
life, and that’s 
the great bit. 

“The people 
in the room love 
it too because 
it’s exciting,” says 
Greenway, “It’s theatre, 
it’s competition. People 
will shout out figures 
and they’ll be bidding 
against each other and 
you can see they’re 
having dialogue. And they’re thinking, 
do 1 want to go higher? Have 1 gone 
too far? Then the next bid happens. 
There are often bidders on the 
phone lines too, there might even 
be a syndicate on the other end 
of the phone having a meeting 
between bids.” 

Greenway has been interested in 
antiques since he was a child when, 
at five years old, his father took him 
to auction to buy a painting, and he 
was instantly bitten by the bug. He 
bought his first item at auction aged 
just seven. Greenway went on to take 
a fine art course at Southampton 
University, a breeding ground for 


auctioneers, and became a valuer 
at an auction house up north before 
arriving at Rosebery’s. 

One naturally wonders what kind 
of prices these exceptional items can 
reach, and I’m told recent record 
prices include a Delft plate at £105,000, 
a George 111 mahogany serving table 
at £75,000 and a ruby and diamond 
suite of jewellery at £58,000. 

“We get very unusual things 
that people really want 
to see,” says 
Greenway. “We 
sell things from 
the hundreds 
of pounds to the 
hundred thousands. 
You’ll have someone 
who’s the biggest 
collector of Faberge 
or Picasso, someone 
who just wants a chest of 
drawers because they 
love it, and those who 
want something for an 
academic collection.” 

On 18-19 September, Rosebery’s 
hosts one of its renowned quarterly 
fine art auctions. 1 ask Greenway to 
pick out some of his top pieces up 
for sale, and he shows me a Victorian 
walnut Davenport desk, a diamond 
and sapphire jewellery suite, a Picasso 
ceramic pitcher and a late 19th 
century copper charger, ranging in 
estimated price from £300-£35,000. 

“It’s a very exciting sale and people 
travel from all over the country for it.” 

Lucky for us, it’s just a postcode 
or two away...

Lots are bought ‘as seen’, so 
attend the auction view day 
and examine things carefully. 
Bring proof of ID to register to bid 
at the auction (a drivers licence 
or passport is ideal). 

Decide how much you’re 
prepared to pay for a lot and stick 
to it. Auction houses charge a 
buyer’s premium, so check how 
much that adds to the price. 

Bid clearly by raising your arm. The 
auctioneer will acknowledge you. 
Pay in cash or by debit card

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Cool craftsmanship 

Southwark-based silversmith Grant Macdonald collaborates with 
Aston Martin to create the world’s finest silverware collection. 

Victoria Purcell discovers the craftsmanship behind the brand 


With all eyes on Britain this year, 
thanks to The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee and the success of the 
Olympic Games, British brands 
are currently riding the crest of an 
unparalleled wave of popularity. So 
what better time for one of Britain’s 
coolest car manufacturers and 
London’s finest silversmiths to come 
together to launch Aston Martin’s 
inaugural silverware collection? 

Aston Martin, officially voted UK’s 
coolest brand for the fifth time in 
six years in 2011 by the CoolBrands 
Council, actively sought out 
Southwark-based Grant Macdonald 
to design the luxury collection. 

The company was established in 
1969, by Grant Macdonald himself, 
who discovered his passion for the 
craft after making a small silver 
teaspoon when he was 13. He 
originally set up the company in 
Clerkenwell, London’s traditional seat 
of silversmithing, before taking over 
the current SEl premises around 36 
years ago (which were previously 
owned by another famous silversmith, 
Gerald Benney, something of a mentor 
to Macdonald). 


“The collection is inspired by the 
power, beauty and soul of the Aston 
Martin brand,” says Macdonald. 

“We have retained the integrity of the 
brand whilst pushing the boundaries 
of contemporary design.” 

The pieces really are stunning. 
Inspired by the One-77 supercar, the 
cool combination of sleek, elegant 
curves, engineering excellence, a 
simple-yet-enduring design ethos 
and, of course, skilled, hand-finished 
craftsmanship, makes for a a very 
covetable collection. 

Take the bottle cooler, a feat of 
craftsmanship that combines sterling 
silver and carbon fibre. It’ll set you 
back a cool £26,000, but your guests 
won’t be able to take their eyes off it. 
The matching champagne flutes are, 
of course, a must, featuring intricate 
crosshatching detail on the stem. 

In fact, the detail and finish on each 
item, particularly on the Quantum 
cutlery service and candlesticks, is 
astounding. I’m told - and indeed 
shown, as we tour the expansive 
premises hidden among Southwark’s 
narrow, winding streets (everything 
is designed and made on site) 


- that only the fusion of traditional 
craftsmanship with the latest 
technology can produce such 
intricate results. 

“I’ve always looked at getting the 
best out of people through training, 
but you have to give them the best 
equipment,” says Macdonald. 

“A lot of it is computerised, but that 
won’t make an ice bucket. For our 
cutlery it might help us make a unique 
set of tableware which doesn’t require 
a year to create the tooling. We use 
digital printing and laser cutting, and 
our casting equipment is all computer 
controlled. It ensures quality, 
and encourages people that there 
is a future in a traditional craft.” 

And which piece would Macdonald 
most like to take home? 

“That rather sensual ice bucket,” he 
says. “It worked out from a little sketch 
on cardboard to a piece of wood, then 
a piece of silver, and working with the 
people who produce the carbon fibre 
for the cars was very exciting. 

“There’s a lot of craftsmanship 
involved in that piece. It has the ‘wow’ 
factor. I’d like to have a pair on my

Garden therapy 

Time spent in the garden can be so rewarding 



One of the great positives about gardening and 
gardens is the effect it, and they, can have on our 
wellbeing. We’ve probably all experienced this on 
some level; the simple pleasure of being in a flower- 
filled garden can really lift the spirits. It’s been one 
of the things 1 have missed the most in this most 
dismal of summers. 

For some gardeners though, making a garden 
can be a life changer, and even a life saver. The 
Gardening Against the Odds Awards recognises 
people who have created a space of beauty despite 
mental or physical obstacles or an inhospitable 
environment, such as previous recipient Annie 
Maw (one of the judges for this year’s awards), who 
found strength in gardening after she broke her 
back and was confined to a wheelchair. 

Organised by the Conservation Foundation, the 
awards are judged at regional and then national 
level and are open to individuals and groups - last 
year’s winners were the gardeners of Sherbourne 
allotments, a group of Huntington’s disease sufferers 
and their carers, who transformed a patch of weedy 
wasteland into a tranquil haven, and in the process 
forged new friendships and learned new skills. 

The Gardening Against the Odds Awards are 


named after a blog of the same name by the garden 
writer Elspeth Thompson, a long-time resident of 
south east London who battled intense periods 
of depression for many years. Elspeth made a 
wonderful urban garden in the heart of Brixton, 
and wrote with great authority about London 
gardens and London garden squares. 

She moved to the south coast with her young 
family and started a new garden in the harsh 
coastal environment, and began charting the 
successes and failures in her blog. Tragically she 
lost her battle against depression and died not long 
after she started writing it. 1 didn’t know her well, 
but 1 remember her as an incredibly elegant and 
intelligent woman, and a great garden writer. 

Gardeners tend to be rather modest about their 
achievements, so the organisers are urging friends, 
family members and work colleagues to nominate 
gardeners who deserve recognition. The closing 
date is Monday 17 September and the winners 
will be announced in October. }

Why the capital is spot on when it comes to Iberian 



London offers the best of Iberia 
without the need for Gatwick 


It’s the smell that hits you first, a mixture of the 
familiar and unknown. There’s cured meat, no doubt 
about that, sweet and headily rich. Vast legs of ham; 
morcilla sausage, black as pitch. And chorizo, heavy 
with spice. But after a few seconds, another scent 
butts in, pert and acidic, an aroma that creeps up the 
nose and grabs the back of the throat - tiny gherkins, 
miniature onions and olives of every hue and size. 
Add in a sober, dusty bass note of flour, bread 
and dried pulses and you have a shop to truly 
stir the senses. 

And it’s not just the smell in R Garcia and Sons, 
perched on the Portobello Road, which thrills. This 
much-loved Netting Hill hero is a shrine to all things 
edible and Iberian, a feast for the eyes as well as nose. 
Tins of tripe in tomato squat next to delicate fronds 
of saffron, while to the left is a glittering wall of wine, 
gleaned from Abona to Yecla, with everything else 
in-between. For the huge local population of Spanish 
and Portuguese, entering R Garcia and Sons must 
be just like going home. 

As is perching on a chair outside Cafe Lisboa, just 
around the corner on Golborne Road, sipping proper 
espresso and tucking into a pasteis de nata (custard 
tart). The pastry is flaky, the filling just the right side of 
sweet. Close your eyes here, and in Opporto opposite, 
and you could be in Lisbon. Next to Opporto is Lisboa 
Delicatessen, where you can stock up on great planks 
of bachalau. This dried and salted cod is one of 
the heroes of Portuguese cooking, soaked for hours 
until soft, then cooked in one of a 1,000 ways. 

Along with La Plaza, a bocadillo’s munch up 
Portobello from Garcia, smaller but every bit as 
fine, these stores are old school Iberian, stalwarts of 
quality and range. But across on the other side 
of town is the utterly brilliant Brindisa (brindisa.com). 


sitting on the cusp of Borough Market. Here, you’ll 
find an astonishing array of edible Spanish beauty. 
Quality is everything, with each and every item 
fighting for its place. The spicy cooking chorizo 
is my favourite of them all, properly fatty and 
seriously porky. Plus Navaricco Piquillo peppers, 
dried Pardiana lentils, magnificent own brand extra 
virgin olive oil and great garish tins of Ortiz anchovies 
and tuna. 

Their cheese is every bit as good, aged Manchegos 
and tart torta de barros. And then the ham, dear god, 
the ham. Not just the Monroyo Serrano, properly 
meaty and aged for a minimum of 14 months, but 
six different varieties of Iberico, the greatest of them 
all. For me, nothing beats the nutty sweetness of the 
Senorio Iberico Bellota Grande. OK, so it’s not exactly 
given away at nearly £700 per leg. A very rare treat, 
sure, but there’s no price on perfection. I’m utterly 
infatuated by Brindisa. 

Then there are the smaller places, like the 
Portuguese owned City Meats on the King’s Road, 
where you can get milk fed lambs and suckling 
pig, as well as some pretty decent hams too. 

And ever-reliable Iberica (ibericalondon.com) 
on Great Portland Street, with Iberico ham up 
there with Brindisa’s, as well as cecina, air dried 
beef, powerful Mahon cheese and good oils 
and olives too. 

Thanks to a bustling population, who take their 
eating very seriously indeed, the capital is bursting 
with ingredients to thrill taste buds and belly alike. 
Ignore the dull and ersatz supermarket selection 
and get on down to Garcia, Brindisa and the rest. 

One whiff of that heavenly scent, and pure greed 
takes over. The very best of Iberia, without the 
need for Gatwick. Ole and bravo to that. }

Greenwich restaurateur Guy Awford crafts the perfect paella 


There is something unique about the 
Spanish attitude to food. Rightly proud 
of its cuisine it is also remarkably 
relaxed in what it does. Many dishes 
look simple, relying on sound method 
and wonderful ingredients, but there 
is also a creativity at work that has 
produced cutting edge restaurants 
and inspired a generation of chefs 
Most remarkable though is the sense 
of trust and communal spirit that gives 
local bars the confidence to prepare 
an array of delicious tapas and leave 
them out for you to help yourself to, 
safe in the knowledge that you will 
repay that trust by paying for what 
you’ve eaten when you leave. 

Paella, from Valencia, is arguably 
Spain’s most famous dish. 

Wonderfully aromatic and deeply 
satisfying, the starting point to every 
paella is a sofrito; finely diced 
aromatic vegetables that are braised 


slowly in olive oil until soft and 
intensely flavoured. Unlike risotto, 
which is stirred frequently to release 
the starch to create a creamy texture, 
paella rice should not be stirred. 

Don’t worry about the rice sticking 
and forming a crust on the bottom 
of the pan, this crust is called 
a socarrat and is paella nirvana, 
adding a wonderful toasty flavour 
and nutty texture to the dish. 

It should however be golden not 
black, so make sure your heat is 
not too vigorous. 

1 have added pancetta, chorizo, 
clams and marjoram to my paella. 
The rich smoky bacon and spicy 
chorizo work wonderfully well with 
the clams, and the addition of fresh 
marjoram adds a wonderful citrusy 
perfume to the dish. It needs to be 
added at the last minute though, 
or the impact will be lost. } 


Smoked pancetta, 
chorizo and clam paella 

Ingredients - serves 4 

Glug of olive oil 
1 red onion - fine dice 
¥2 red pepper - fine dice 
¥2 yellow pepper - fine dice 
V 2 green pepper - fine dice 
1 red chilli - seeds removed 
8c fine dice 

1 clove garlic - crush 

2 stick celery - peel 8 fine dice 
Pinch saffron 

4 chopped tomatoes - preferably 
peeled first 

¥2 teaspoon smoked paprika 
350g bomba paella rice 
900g vegetable or chicken stock 
300g chorizo - skin removed 8 diced 
into bite sized pieces 
150g smoked pancetta - skin 
removed 8 cut into thick lardoons 
500g clams - washed thoroughly 
1 tablespoon chopped marjoram, 
chives 8 parsley 

Method 

1 . Place the diced onion, celery, 
pepper, chilli & gariic in a wide 
pan with the oiive oii. Season 
with sait & cook over a iow 
heat until very soft. 

2. Meanwhile, saute the pancetta 
& chorizo until golden, drain 
off the fat & set aside. 

3 . Add the saffron, paprika, chopped 
tomatoes & rice to the sofrito 

& fry gentiy for 2 minutes. 

4. Add the stock. Give a really 
good stir. Turn the heat to medium 
& cook, undisturbed, for about 

15 minutes. 

5. Add the ciams, cover & cook 
for another 5 minutes, or untii 
the rice is cooked through. 

6 . Add the pancetta & chorizo, 
cover with a damp cioth 

& set aside for 5 minutes. 

7. Stir the herbs into the paella, 
check the seasoning & serve 
with a few wedges of iemon.

No67 Cafe and Restaurant is a 
gem. Tucked beside the South

For a pre-supper tipple, my 
friend and I had bellinis made 
with macerated strawberries; 

To start, I had mackerel 
served on bright pink beetroot 
rounds with homemade 
horseradish - melt-in-the-mouth 
delicious - while Rachael had 
courgette, ricotta and pine nut 
papardelle; a fresh, tasty, if 
somewhat substantial, starter. 

I maintained the fish theme, 
opting for hake, spinach and 
samphire with brown shrimp 
butter. The intriguing flavours 
worked well together and the 
fish was beautifully cooked. 
Rachael had the juicy and 
substantial pork belly with 
peppers and cannellini beans. 

Despite the ample portions, 
dessert was simply too 
tempting, and the chocolate 
fondant proved the clear winner: 
rich and perfectly molten in the 
middle. The apricot and almond 
tart was good too, but heavy; 
better with an afternoon coffee. 

The lunchtime menu looked 
delicious and the cafe makes for 
an equally good bar venue for a 
summer drink or two. All in all 
this independent, stylish cafe 
with a delicious contemporary 
menu is well worth a visit.

Stay: You won’t struggle to find 
luxury in Hong Kong, but you can 
stay in a Mandarin Oriental or a Four 
Seasons the world over. Truly unique 
is the 5* Hullet House, part of the 
distinguished Leading Hotels of the 
World group. The boutique property, 
located in Tsim Sha Tsui just across 
the road from the energetic Victoria 
Harbour, has just 10 rooms, each 
individually designed to embody the 
city’s rich history and heritage.

Dine: The hotel spoils you with 
dining options. Start the day with a 
good continental breakfast on the 
terrace at The Parlour. Loong Toh 
Yuen is the hotel’s prized Cantonese 
restaurant, and both the food and the 
decor - a blend of traditional Hong 
Kong teahouses and Chinoiserie - will 
leave a lasting impression. Hong Kong 
produce is fashioned into fabulously 
presented contemporary dishes - pan¬ 
fried lotus root stuffed with minced 
pork; fresh lobster; and wok-fried 
diced wagyu beef with basil are just 
some of the highlights.

Stay: I spent three years teaching 
English in Tokyo on graduating 
university. I loved it out there - the 
people, the food, the karaoke and the 
crazy busy, buzzy vibe. So 1 was keen 
to return last autumn, some six years 
later, to discover a more luxurious 
Tokyo. And what finer place to start 
than the 5* Imperial Hotel? Another 
member of the Leading Hotels of 
the World group, this is the Grande 
Dame of Tokyo hotels. It was originally 
built in the late 1880s, but the present 
building was erected in 1970. You’ll 
either love or hate its stark, Brutalist- 
style architecture, but you can’t fail to

The most impressive is Kamon on 
the 17th floor, where you’ll be served 
the finest teppanyaki you will ever 
taste - succulent steaks (that’ll be 
Wagyu beef) that melt in the mouth, 
scallops, fresh crab meat and seasonal 
vegetables, all cooked to perfection 
in front of you by the table’s chef. 

The restaurant is the picture of 
understated elegance - all black 
lacquer and polished woods. 

And one must, of course, be seen. 
The place to do that is the very place 


Bill Murray and Scarlett Johansson 
met in Lost in Translation - in the 
New York Bar atop the Park Hyatt 
Tokyo. The views over the top of 
Tokyo’s many brightly lit skyscrapers 
are jaw dropping, the cocktails world 
class and the jazz atmospheric. After 
an aperitif head down a few floors to 
Kozue for kaiseki - a very traditional 
Japanese meal consisting of seven 
or eight delicate, intricately crafted 
dishes - sashimi, pickled vegetables, 
grilled meats and other delicacies. 

Discover: The hotel is just a short 
stroll from The Imperial Palace Park 
(Kokyo Gaien) and Ginza, recognised 
as one of the most luxurious shopping 
districts in the world. The palace 
itself is open to the public only a 


few times a year, but the impressive 
moat, bridges and lookouts can be 
seen from the park. Ginza is home 
to flagship electronics stores like the 
Sony showroom and Apple Store, as 
well as Chanel, Dior and Louis Vuitton 
- do take your credit card. 

Those seeking culture and a more 
authentic Japan, head for Tsukiji fish 
market early in the morning to see 
tradesmen bidding for the catch of 
the day. For beautiful temples head 
to Asakusa where you’ll find Senso-ji, 
one of Tokyo’s oldest, most famous 
Buddhist temples. Meiji Jingu in 
Shibuya is a beautiful Shinto shrine 
complex dedicated to the Emperor 
Meiji. Surrounded by lush trees 
and parkland it makes for the most 
perfectly peaceful end to your trip. }

Lorraine Crighton-Snnith raises a 
glass to Hotel Viura and La Rioja 


La Rioja, as the name suggests, is 
famous for being a wine-producing 
region. Its landscape is rich with 
vineyards that have been cultivated 
since Roman times. 

We stayed in La Rioja Alavesa 
- one of three regions along with 
Rioja Alta and Rioja Baja that make 
up La Rioja - which looked as you’d 
expect with cobbled streets and 
historic architecture. But Villabuena 
de Alava is not your typical medieval 
village since the arrival of Hotel Viura, 
an ultra contemporary construction 
with iconic colourful concrete cubes 
seemingly stacked on stilts, sat next 
to the 17th-centuiy church. Viura takes 
its name from the widely planted white 
grape variety in Rioja, and its interior 
decor, designed by designhouses (who 
also own the hotel), while modern, 
nod to the region’s main industry: 
wine, something our group was about 
to become well acquainted with. 

We visited no fewer than three 
wineries during our weekend stay, 
starting with the traditional family- 
owned The Compahra Vinrcola del 
Norte de Espana, Cvne (cvne.com) 
in Haro, Rioja Alta. Here we toured 
the winery and heard the process of 
turning grape into wine. It was also 
fascinating to explore Cvne’s wine 


‘cemetery’, where cobwebs hang 
precariously from the basement 
ceiling, a natural way of keeping 
the temperature as it should be for 
the vintages stored here. 

This was a stark contrast to its 
contemporary sister winery, Vina Real, 
situated in the Rioja Alavesa region. 
Here state-of-the-art technology is 
used in the production of wine and its 
architecture is the work of Bordeaux- 
based Philippe Mazieres. 

To be honest, I wouldn’t have been 
able to tell the difference in a blind taste 
test but there’s something satifsying 
about seeing how something you’re 
soon to consume is produced. And the 
wine flows freely in Rioja. Back at Viura 
you could learn a thing of two from the 
restaurant’s sommelier or simply enjoy 
a glass on the rooftop lounge bar. 

So it seems Hotel Viura’s not 
the only contemporary building 
in Rioja. It doesn’t get much more 
modern than neighbouring Basque 
Country’s iconic Guggenheim 
Museum in Bilbao. Designed 
by Frank Gehry, it’s where we’d 
recommend heading to if the wine 
tasting gets a bit much. 

We flew with Spanish airline Vueling 
(veuling.com), the one hour 40 minute 
flight was perfect for a weekend away. }

School Report opens with a look at plans 
to alter the National Curriculum 



Rather than become too concerned 
about new educational plans or

If you are the parent of a child between the ages 
of three and 17 years of age, you will, no doubt, be 
in the throes of preparation once again. September 
is ingrained in us all, whether parent or not, as the 
start of the new academic year. 

Many of us will recall, from our own childhood, 
the feeling of scratching uniform after the freedom 
of our own light summer clothes; breaking in new 
shoes; newly cut hair and a new school bag. As 
parents, we attack the “to do” list of buying new 
shoes, pencil cases, school bags, booking haircuts 
and, best of all, sewing on name tapes! 

Nevertheless, as child, teacher and mother, I have 
never quite lost that feeling of anticipation. The 
simple pleasure of starting to write on the first page 
of a new exercise book at the start of this term is 
rather symbolic of the hope of the new school year 
that lies ahead. 

At the time of writing, details of proposed 
changes to the National Curriculum have just been 
announced and are intended to be implemented 
in September 2014 - higher expectations of what 
children should have learnt by seven and 11 years 
of age; a more rigorous curriculum in Maths, 

English and Science; and proposals for children 
to begin learning a foreign language at seven years. 
In addition, there are rumours of plans to scrap 
GCSEs and reintroduce 0 levels. As each Minister 
for Education comes and goes, another set of 
initiatives and changes are discussed, advocated 
and often put in place. 

Whilst all this is going on, parents will still be 
sewing on the name tapes ahead of the school 
year and children will still be at the point of 
disappointment that the long days of the summer 
holidays are nearly over, alongside the excitement 
of the new academic year ahead. 

So as we arrive at this point in the year, it is timely, 
once again, to focus our thoughts on striving for 
the best that we can achieve. Each child is different 
- not all will reach the same goal or attainment level 
during this academic year. Similarly, every family 
and home is run in a slightly different way. However, 
rather than become too concerned about new 
educational plans or proposals or getting too caught 
up in which methods should be used, let us help our 
children, at home and in school, to gain their own 
sense of achievement and strive to do the best that 
they can do. 

Let us embrace this new school year and try 
to keep the freshness and enthusiasm that arrives 
with it and all that it has to offer. }

Go Girls 

Louise Simpson, Head 
of Bromley High School, 
on why girls’ do it best 


I meet prospective 
parents all the time 
- in prep and junior 
schools and also 
when they come 
to see us here at 
Bromley High.

Adventure 

Our children will develop into well rounded individuals 
if we let them take risks, argues Dr Eva Holle-Winterberg 


B e careful!” Isn’t this a phrase we often use? 

Of course that is understandable. As teachers 
and parents we have a clear responsibility 
to keep our children safe and sound. But aren’t 
there often too many regulations for our children? 

In countries with more relaxed health and safety rules, 
the number of tragic accidents is not significantly 
bigger. Children may end up with a few more 
scratches, but will have learned to avoid them 
the next time. 

Children inherently have a very good sense of 
their own abilities - that is unless their self-awareness 
is undermined by a counter-productive set of rules. At 
the age of four, living in the Netherlands, my daughter 
would sit high in the branches of any tree she could 
climb. Now, almost twice this age and living in 
London, she seeks reassurance before climbing even 
the simplest of trunks, just because other girls her age 
are hesitant to take such risks. Is our London society 
changing children from naturally born risk-takers with 
adventurous minds, into over-cautious worriers? 

Children definitely need to learn to take small risks 
to foster their self-awareness and develop themselves 
further. However, there is a danger that such high 
safety standards are interpreted by young would-be 
explorers as a lack of trust, which in turn dents their 
self-confidence. How, in later life as an adult, can 
anyone make risk assessments, take decisions, know 
their limits, preferences and needs and, in summary, 
be able to act responsibly and independently, if they 
didn’t begin to learn from a young age? 

Bearing these factors in mind, you may well 
conclude as I do that a more relaxed approach is 
helpful for children’s development. However, I am 
not suggesting that we need to throw away our rule 
books and allow children to run wild. There are many 


small adjustments to our behaviour that will help to 
boost their development. Firstly, we can reassure our 
children that we believe in their abilities. Give them 
a supportive atmosphere with space for exploration 
within reasonable boundaries. We should encourage 
and stimulate them without saying “be careful!” 
too often. 

There are so many areas where children can have 
room to explore their own experiences. Combined 
with creativity - music, art, food - it will be fun for you 
as well. Let your little gourmand cook create recipes 
from ingredients bought on their own whilst you watch 
through the shop windows. Let your budding builder 
construct the castle from his beloved story book - 
it could be just under your kitchen table. Let your 
little bouncy ball determine the height of his 
trampoline jumps by sounds made on a xylophone 
or the notes from a song. Let your little explorer climb 
a tree or your little pirate balance on a fallen trunk in 
the park. In summary let your children be active and 
creative using a broad range of activities where they 
can choose their own rhythm and pace, act on their 
own preferences putting in their own emotions and 
conflicts, and develop their own strength. They will 
thus create a wonderful treasure trove of experience 
to draw on as they grow and develop. 

We need to enable our children to believe in 
themselves by giving them the potential to explore 
their abilities and their limits. They will learn to learn 
and be fit for the future. Be careful not to miss this 
opportunity! }

Felicity Blair of Roy Brooks on the growing popularity 
of Southwark and Lewisham and the crucial three Ps 


London has been on a steady upward trend since 
January 2009. Rightmove’s figures for July however 
reported a 3.6% drop in initial asking prices - the 
largest single monthly drop since 2008, bringing the 
average London asking price to £460,304. 

Viewed within the wider framework of Eurozone 
crises, reluctant bank lending, cessation of Stamp 
Duty exemption for first time buyers and the 
introduction of 7% charge for houses over £2m, a 
blip last month doesn’t look unreasonable. If like 
Eric Idle we Always Look on the Bright Side of Life 
(yes, 1 was watching the Olympic Closing Ceremony 
- what a night!), London prices are still up 6.4% 
up on the year, and this blip may be attributed to 
miserable weather, the regular summer lull and 
Olympic distractions. 

At 7% and 7.7% respectively, Southwark and 
Lewisham are performing above average among 
London Boroughs. The East London Line extension 
takes most credit here. Carrying 16m passengers in its 
first year to May 2011, it is forecast to carry 50 million 
after Phase 2, connecting Clapham Junction, opens 
in December 2012. 

It has brought a whole new breed to our 
applicant profile - a large migratory flock leaving 
Highbury, Islington and Canary Wharf and flying 
south permanently, with particularly positive 
consequences for homes in Brockley, Honor Oak, 
Forest Hill and Crystal Palace. Demand may be 
strong, but selling your home still requires attention 
to the three Ps: Price, Presentation and Promotion.

Research into buyer behaviour carried out by 
Rightmove shows that potential buyers spend 
an average of 2.7 seconds looking at a house 
listing before deciding whether to click through. 

A summary house listing shows one photo and a 
two-2-line description. Your property could be in 
competition with 50 to 100 others in the same search, 
so you need be top of the click-through stakes (not 
least because this research also shows that 8% of 
buyers knew they would buy a property before they 
stepped through the door, having decided online). 

Your contribution to maximizing click-through is 
your beautifully presented, cleaned and de-cluttered 
property. Your agent’s part of the bargain is to 
commission fabulous photographs and ensure that 
the description hooks browsers in. Ask your agent 
what their click-through rate is and go online to see 
how they present other properties. Then ask what 
else they will do to promote your property.
